What cuftoms andimpcfitions Englifhmen /worn to foreign 
princes fhall pay. 

Por En the commons in this prefent parliament, That where 
many and divers perfons, being the King’s fubjeéts naturally born 
within this his realm, have withdrawn themfelves out of the fume 
realm, and tranfported themfelves, with their wives, children, and 
goods, into Holland, Zealand, Brabant, Flanders, and into other 
countries of foreign princes, and there be fivorn to the obeifance of the 
princes and lords of the countries where they be now inhabited, making, 
there great buildings, and be contributaries to all manner of charges, 
as the gubjeé?s of thofe countries be; and thus they maintain, as much 
as in them is, the cities, boroughs, and towns of thofe countries, and 
many more of the King’s fubjeéis intend to do the fame, if remedy 
therein be not provided: (2) which fubjeéis born in England, not- 
withflanding that they thus efirange them/feclves from the King’s obei-

HERE the King’s mof? excellent majefiy is by God’s law fit- 

preme head immediately under bim of this whele church and 
congregation of England, intending the conferuation of the fame church 
and congregation in a true, fincere and uniform doftrine of Chrif?’s 
religion, calling a? to his bleffed and moft gracious remembrance, as 
well the great and quiet affurance, profperous increafe, and other in- 
mumerable commodities, which have ever infued, come and followed of 
concord, agreement and unity in opinions, as alfo the manifold perils, 
dangers and inconveriencies, which have heretofore, in many places 
and regions. grown, [brung and arifen of the diverfities of minds and 
opinions, efpectally of matters of chriflian religion, and therefore de- 


fring that fech an unity might and fhculd be charitably eftablifbed in 


all 
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all things touching and concerning the fame, as the fame fo being efta- 
blifhed might chiefly be to the honour of Almighty God, the very author 
ard fountain of ali true u:ity and fincere concord, and confequently re- 
dound to the common wealth of this his Highne/s molt noble realm, and 
of all his loving fubjeéts, and other refiants and inhabitants of or in 
the fame, bath therefore caufed and commanded this his moft high 
court of parliament, for fundry and many urgent caufes and confide- 
vations, to be at this time fummoned, and alfo a fynod and convocation 
of all the archbifhaps, bifhops and other learned men of the clergy of 
this his realm, to be in like manner affembled.

“i King’s moft royal majefly, moft prudently pondering and confi- 
devina, that by occafion of variable and fundry opinions and judgments 
of te Gid articles, great diftord and variance hath arifen, as well 
anicizst the clergy of this hts realm, as amongft a great number of 
wulzar people, his loving fubjecis of the fame; and being in a full 
hope and truft, that a full and perfec? refolution of ace articles 
fhould make a perfect concord and unity generally among all his lou- 
ing and chedicnt fubjects ; of his moft excellent goodne/s not only com- 
manded, that the faid articles fhould deliberctely and advifedly, by his 
faid archbifhops, bifhops and other learned men of his clergy, be de-
